I can see no 
outside challengers. 

The Nationa] League presents Robinson, the 1949 leader. Jackie 
will be a formidable candidate, with an outside chance that Roy 
Campanella, Peewee Reese and Don Newcombe break into 
the picture. 

The Cardinals have a star entry in Musial, one of the 
on all-time best. Musial is bolstered by Slaughter and 
ollet. 

The Phillies, with a good all-around team, have no out- 
standing stars of the Musial-Robinson caliber. 

The Braves are in thé same fix. With the right breaks, Sid 
Gordon or Johnny Sain could be their two most helpful characters. 

I doubt that the Giants will have an outstanding player good 
enough to be listed as the most valuable the league has to offer. 
Ralph Kiner would be the Pirates’ only chance, but the game’s best 
home-runner hitter is submerged with too many others who won't 
help him a bit. 

But this is a pretty fair bunch from which to make a selection 
when the box scores are all accounted for at the wire. 


Here are four selections for the leaders in pitch- 
ing, batting and MVP, named in order: 

Pitching Leader—American League: Mel Parnell, Red Sox; Art

Newcombe may nbdt be ready this early in his career to 
outpitch such veterans as Pollet, Munger, Sain and Spahn, 
but he is physically equipped to turn this trick.

He has the best supporting cast, anyway, in addition to the stuff 
he carries in a fast right arm.

In his last two seasons Stan has picked up the ragged habit of 
starting slowly, hitting around .220 for the first month or six 
weeks. After that he finishes like a pairie fire. If he gets away 
nicely this Spring, Musial should pass the .350 or .360 mark again. 

Picking the MVP is a tougher matter, as the position of 
the ball club counts more than it should. 
Again Robinson and Musial are figured to take charge 

in the National. They are that league’s two best hitters, 

although Musial has the extra power. Ill take Musial for 1950. 

In the American, Ted Williams will get more competition for 
the MVP award than he will for batting honors. If Joe DiMaggio 
can play 100 games or more, I pick him for the top spot, with 
Williams and Parnell fairly close.

Fur shoppe owners across the land have run 
out of fingernails to bite. The tax, plus a gen- 
erally warm Winter, has ruined their business, 
almost without exception. Fur coat makers in 
New York mostly are looking for work. The 
ladies are waiting for the Government to get its 
paws out of their pockets. 

A jeweler here welcomed me like a brother 
from 20 years in the South Seas when my old 
watch finally ran out with a clank. I was his 
first customer for a watch in no telling when. 
He said he’d tell me what he’d do. I could pick

The point of all 
this is that there’s no telling now how long 
it'll be before those excises are slashed.

Patterns for Happy Lives 


Made at New Sewing Club. 


By DIXON PRESTON 


Three years ago a small group 
of plainly clad, solemn-faced 
women met in a mere cubicle of 
a barren room in an old frame 
house on Pulliam Street. In their 
hands they carried switches, 
bleak restraints for the childen 
that clung to their skirts. 

These were women for whom 
the post-war years had been un- 
duly hard ones. It was the oft- 
repeated story. of too much 
work, no play, for there was 
seldom, if ever, money in the 
family till for more than simple 
“daily bread.” 

They came that September 
morning in 1947 in response to 
an invitation from the Home- 
making department of Smith- 
Hughes Vocational School to jé6in 
a newly coneeived “Sewing Club” 
to be conducted at the Atlanta 
Mission. Out of that preliminary 
meeting a worthy project took 
root to blossom in more than 
one direction. In the old frame 
house, there is now an equipped 
and supervised nursery to care 
for underfoot tots, established 
initially to provide temporary 
respite for would-be members of 
the new Club. The cubicle has 
become a real sewing room with 
machines and a cutting table, 
and with free sewing instruc- 
tions offered twice a week. 

Over the group, gracious and 
enthusiastic Jessamine Chapman, 
of the Smith-Hughes Vocational 
homemaking staff, presides to 
dispense not only knowledge of 
needlework but encouragement 
and inspiration. In the past three 
years, Mrs. Chapman has proved 
herself as gifted at fanning alive 
the sparks of hope and endeavor 
and independence as she is at 
turning a seam or binding a but- 
tonhole. 

Three years ago, the little 
group wes entirely dependent 
upon second-hand clothing do- 
nated by interested organiza- 
tions for the project upon which 
they worked. When came, 
materials for new clothing were 
contributed, too. Gradually, how- 
ever, with the help and encour- 
agement of Mrs. Chapman, the 
entire group has achieved an 
inately desired degree of inde- 
pendence. Women come now to 
the Club room to sew not only 
for themselves and their families 
but for' outsiders for remunera- 
tion. And this year, happily, 
every Easter dress worn by a 
child of-a member of the Mis- 
sion’s sewing club will have been 
bought independently and made 
in entirety by the child’s mother. 


That’s a hard-sought goal in the | 
history of the club, according to 


Mrs. Chapman. 
Last week at the Mission, a 


still plainly clad but smiling . 
mother looked up from a lap- | 
full of dimity and ruffles—her | 
own child’s Easter dress in the | 
last stages of completion—to say: | 

“We promote ourselves when | 


we think we’re ready, and we’ve 


just put ourselves in the fifth | 


grade.” 

There was a twinkle in her 
eyes, a lilt of her lips, that fell 
just short of disguising quiet, 
shy pride in her face.

In the light of today’s news there is nothing spectacular about 
Dan Stone’s little tragedy. He is merely a ministerial student who 
lost his Tithers, Inc., scholarship because he couldn’t maintain a 
“C” average. He is not stupid. He turned over one of his scholar- 
ships, $150, to his sister, signed a note for her first quarter’s work 
at Young Harris and worked so hard at part-time jobs trying to 
get the two of them through school that his studies suffered from 
severe neglect. Dan lost his $250 tuition scholarship, and with it 
his chance for a college degree. 

A college degree isn’t necessarily a life-and-death matter. It’s 
just that in a highly specialized materialistic and overskeptical world 
of too many theories and too many words, people are prone to con- 
sult things like training and degrees before they’ listen. And a 
preacher should have listeners. When words are silenced for too 
long, they close up inside a heart, and a man who has something 


to give, and never gives, is too often destroyed by his own po- |

but Tithers, Inc., voted to pay the scholarship he lost.

U. S. on Test 


WASHINGTON—(?) — Presi- 
dent Truman told the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
that the spirit of America cur- 
rently is “meeting a test as se- 
vere as any in its history.” 

In a message of welcome to 
the women’s organization on the 
opening of its fifty-ninth Conti- 
nental Congress yesterday, Mr. 


Truman said he is convinced 
that the nation can go forward 
with vigor and strength, based 
on an understanding of Ameri- 
can traditions and a determina- 
tion on the part of every indi- 
vidual_“to live them dynamical- 
ly in shared responsibility.” 

Mrs. Roscoe O’Byrne, the DAR 
President General, called for an 
attack on Communism “at its 
very root” and said the FBI 
ought to step up its loyalty in- 
vestigations. " 

“We are a democracy,” Presi- 
dent Truman said in his mes- 
sage to the women. “We are 
diverse, yet unified. We are 
proud of the spontaneous vigor 
with which our free institutions 
function. The broad freedoms 
we enjoy as individuals grow 
out of the reliance and faith we 
have in each other. It is this 
warm and humanly flexible re- 
lationship which we offer as the 
principle of co-operation be- 
tween nations. 

“It is necessary that we pro- 
tect this principle through the 
maintenance of an adequate na- 


tional defense. It is equally 
sound, and just as imperative, 
that we exercise it generously in 
our dealings with other les. 
By remaining strong, by set- 
itng the example of our own 
unity, and by acting wisely to 
maintain and encourage the 
growth of free institutions, we 
can make our vital contributions 
to a permanent world peace.” 
About 6,000 delegates, alter- 
nates and other members were 
on hand for the week-long DAR 
meeting, featured by the tri- 
ennial election of national of- 
ficers. Principal interest centers 
on the election of a Presi- 
dent General to succeed Mrs. 
O'Byrne, whose home is Brook- 
ville, Ind. Two complete slates 
of candidates for office are in 
the running —one headed by 
Mrs. James B. Patton, of Co- 
_Jumbus, Ohio; the other by Mrs. 
Edwin no Lammers, of Mc- 
lien, Texas.
